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SUBJECT SOVIET DEMARCHE TO THE DANES ON WP DECLARATION AND CSCE 

THERE FOLLOW SPEAKING NOTES ON A RECENT SOVIET 
DEMARCHE IN COPENHAGEN CIRCULATED BY DANISH REP AT 
JANUARY 1 1 POLADS MEETING. DANISH REP SAID HIS 
AUTHORITIES WOULD APPRECIATE LEARNING WHETHER SIMILAR 
DEMARCHES HAVE BEEN MADE BY SOVIETS IN OTHER NATO COUNTRIES. 

BEGIN TEXT: 

DURING A RECENT TALK BETWEEN A REPRESENTATIVE FOR 
THE DANISH PRIME MINISTER'S DEPARTMENT AND A 
REPRESENTATIVE FOR THE SOVIET EMBASSY IN COPENHAGEN 
THE SOVIET REPRESENTATIVE ASKED IN ACCORDANCE WITH 
INSTRUCTIONS THAT THE FOLLOWING VIEWS SHOULD BE 
PASSED ON TO THE PRIME MINISTER: 

1 . THE RUSSIAN GOVERNMENT WAS WORRIED ABOUT THE 
THOUGHT OF INTRODUCTION OF NEW WEAPON SYSTEMS, 

WHOSE CONSEQUENCES NOBODY KNOW. THIS WAS DUE 
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TO THE FACT THAT THE PERIOD 1971-75 HAD SEEN 
AN ANNUAL INCREASE OF THE DEFENCE BUDGETS OF 
THE WESTERN COUNTRIES, THUS IN THE U.S.A. AND 
IN NORWAY AN INCREASE OF 4 PERCENT AND IN THE 
FEDERAL REPUBLIC OF GERMANY 8 PERCENT, ACCORDING 
TO THE RUSSIAN ESTIMATES. 

2. CONSEQUENTLY IT WAS VERY DISTURBING THAT COUNTRIES 
LIKE SWEDEN AND AUSTRIA NOW WERE JOINING THE ARMS’ 

RACE, AND ALSO SOME COUNTRIES IN THE THIRD WORLD 
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LIKE ISRAEL AND IRAN. 

3. THE RUSSIANS HAD NOTED SOME THREATENING STATEMENTS 
RECENTLY MADE BY A GERMAN GENERAL IN SCHLESWIG- 
HOLSTEIN. 

4. IN PRINCIPLE DENMARK SHOULD BE INTERESTED IN 
CONCLUDING A TREATY FOR PROHIBITION OF FIRST USE 
OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS. ALSO BECAUSE SUCH A TREATY 
WOULD BE A MEANS OF GIVING THE SMALL COUNTRIES A 
BIGGER INFLUENCE ON THE SUPER POWERS. IN THE USA 
SUCH A TREATY WOULD ALSO CHECK THE INFLUENCE OF THE 
MILITARY-INDUSTRIAL COMPLEX AS A PRESURE GROUP IN 
THE CONGRESS. 

5. A FREEZENING OF THE MILITARY BUDGETS WOULD 
CONTRIBUTE TO OVERCOME THE ECONOMIC CRISES 
IN THE WEST, WHICH ALSO WAS A PROBLEM FOR THE 
EASTERN COUNTRIES DUE TO THE INCREASING MUTUAL 
ECONOMIC DEPENDENCE BETWEEN EAST AND WEST. 

6. THE SOVIET UNION WANTS A GRADUAL REDUCTION 
OF THE MILITARY FORCES IN EUROPE. SPAIN S 
MEMBERSHIP OF NATO WOULD HAVE THE OPPOSITE 
EFFECT, NOT BECAUSE IT WAS CONSIDERED TO 
INCREASE NATO'S MILITARY CAPABILITY, BUT 
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BECAUSE IT WOULD UPSET THE POLITICAL STRENGTH 
RELATIONS (IN FAVOUR OF THE WEST). NATO SHOULD 
NOT TRY TO ADMIT SPAIN, LIKE THE WARSAW PACT 
WOULD NOT PUT PRESSURE ON YUGOSLAVIA TO JOIN THIS 
PACT. 

7. CONCERNING THE MEETING IN BELGRADE THE SOVIET 
UNION WOULD NOT ACCEPT ANY EXTENSION OF THE 
NOTIFICATION OF MILITARY MANOEUVRES TO INCLUDING 
MANOEUVRES WITH PARTICIPATION OF LESS THAN 25,000. 

IT WAS THE IMPRESSION THAT NATO'S EXERCISE ACTIVITIES 
INCREASED AND THEY FEARED THAT AN EXTENSION OF THE 
NOTIFICATIONS WOULD CONTRIBUTE TO THE LEGITIMATION 
OF AN INCREASED MILITARY ACTIVITY. THERE WAS NO 
PURPOSE IN NOTIFYING AN INCREASED ACTIVITY. THE 
PURPOSE SHOULD BE TO REDUCE THE MILITARY ACTIVITY. 

8. THE BELGRADE MEETING SHOULD BE USED FOR DISCUSSIONS 
OF COOPERATION PROJECTS LIKE TRANSPORT, ENERGY, 
ENVIRONMENT AND POLLUTION, IN WHICH CONNECTION THE 
BALTIC WAS AN IMPORTANT AREA.END TEXT STRAUSZ-HUPE 
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
